GARSON RESIGNS 
ANO HAMILTON IS 
REPLAGfcDBY&IOflRO 


Crisis Seen in English Cabi­ 
net Affairs when Attor­ 
ney General Steps 
Out 


LONDON. Oct. 19.— Sir 
Edward 
Carson, attorney general, has 
re 
signed from the British cabinet. 
Soon alte r this news became pub­ 
lic a new com m ander on Ute D ard an ­ 
elles had been chosen. 
Major General Charles Carmichael 
Monro was appointed

sion to General Sir Ian Hamilton. 
who is returning to England to make 
a report. 
Pending General Monro’s arrival 
at Gallipoli.

resignation 
foreshadows the present British ca­ 
binet’s fall was a topic much discuss­ 
ed by politicians and the press here 
today. 
On all sides the crisis was recog­ 
nized as a grave one. 
“ We should deeply regret,” said 
the London Globe, summ ing up the 
situation, “ to set* 
the government 
come down, but 
it assuredly must 
fall unless it can show- strength and 
decision in such grave m atters as the 
Gallipoli expedition, the rescue 
of 
the Serbians, problems of recruiting 
and waste and attacks by Zeppelins.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.— An a n ­ 
nual " w a r ” budget of from $360,- 
000,000 to $400,600,000 is the plan 
involved in the a d m in istratio n ’s n a­ 
tional defense program. According to 
figures available today, 
it is pro­ 
posed for the next six years, at least, 
to 
increase 
appropriations 
from 
about $225,000,0u0 
by from $145,- 
000,000 to $175,000,000 
annually. 
The differing num ber of new dread- 
nalights authorized each year will 
cause the fluctuation. 
Officials were

discussing 
whether a perm an en t change in fed­ 
eral revenues would be necessary to 
nieet the enorm ous defense expendit­ 
ures proposed. President Wilson is 
expected not only to outline the pro­ 
gram at an initial

fense” speech in New York, Novem­ 
ber 4, but also to suggest the plans 
for raising necessary revenues. 
Annual expenditures

the arm y range from $155,000,000 
to $175,000,000 annually after next 
year's expenditures of $184,000,000.

the “ Votes for W om en” cause until 
he reached Princeton.

yellow badges danced in excitement’ 
as the president came down the steps 
of his car.

E v e ry h u n ter knows 
that the m orning shooting is p rac­ 
tically over at 6 a. rn. and th a t the 
f*vpnirig shooting does not begin un­ 
til 5 p. rn. 
One may aa well face the 
camera— we, of the Mississippi val­ 
ley, are barred. 
The 
im portance 
of 
protecting 
gamp birds during their m igrations 
is the excuse offered for th e law. It 
sterns thin. Why protect them from 
us in m igration in ord er th a t they 
may be slaughtered by others when 
their flight ends? 
In this section we 
have no hom e duck*. Our only wild 
ducks are those who m ig ra te through 
these valleys.

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—-The black­ 
est week Great Britain 
has faced 
^noe the beginning of the war 
is 
causing the circulation of rumors in 
berlin that tentative peace proposals 
are under consideration. 
These re­ 
ports are denied in London, where a 
belief is expressed in high financial 
circles that Germany will soon be 
suing for peace because of the dang­ 
er of a monetary collapse. 
Though it is impossible to 
say 
what oasis there may lie for the re­ 
newed peace talk, nevertheless the 
entrance of Bulgaria into the 
war 
and the opening of 
the 
Teutons’ 
balkan campaign 
are unquestion­ 
ably factors which may well shorten 
the war. 
A profound and fundamen­ 
tal change has been caused by 
the 
balkan developments in Great Brit­ 
ain * relationship toward the war and 
toward her allies. 
As long as the 
neutrality of the Balkan states pre­ 
cented a German advance Into T ur­ 
key, Great Britain’s imperial posses­ 
sions were secure and the British 
government could adopt an unalter­ 
able attitude toward peace desires 
that might arise in Paris, Petrograd 
or Home.
